Merryland Farm Is Sold 


Merryland Farm, poirchased in 1939 by the 
late Danny Shea, was sold last month by Mr. 
Shea’s widow to Mrs. Henry Obre, who, with 
her husband, owns the Andor Farm in Monk- 
ton. 

Two days after the sale of Merryland Farm 
was announced, Mrs. Shea married Thomas W. 
Miller, a well-known race track official. 

Said Mrs. Obre: ”We plan to run Merry¬ 
land Farm as a commercial breeding and 
boarding center. The new racing law in Mary¬ 
land was certainly a strong factor in this deci¬ 
sion. 

"I think that by making our move now we 
can get in on the ground floor, so to speak. 
Horse breeding will become an increasingly 
important industry in Maryland during the 
years to come. 

"My horse. Call The Witness (Better Self- 
Your Witness, Beau Pere) will stand at stud 
at Merryland next year. I hope to get at least 
one other good stallion and possibly two.” 

Michael Wettach, Mrs. Obre’s son, may make 
Merryland his project, according to his mother. 
Michael, an amateur steeplechase rider, has 
a keen love for the race tracks, however, and 
Mrs. Obre is by no means certain that he 
will decide to give up the thrill of the steeple¬ 
chase in favor of a quiet life on the farm. 

"Basically,” said Mrs. Obre, "we plan no 
change in the operation of Merryland Farm. 
My horses will remain here at Andor (Mrs. 
Obre owns approximately 30 head) and Merry¬ 
land will be managed as though it had no 
conneaion with Andor which is run in con¬ 
junction with a lime and fertilizer business 
operated by Mr. Obre. 
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"Only Call The Witness (who last month 
defeated Kelso at Atlantic City) will be moved 
to Merryland. I intend to syndicate him later 
this fall.” 

Call The Witness, winner of the Riggs 
Handicap at Pimlico this past spring, achieved 
national attention last month when he won 
from Art Market, Windy Sands and Kelso in 
a mile and a sixteenth turf race at Atlantic City. 

Another major stakes-winner for Mrs. Obre 
this year was her versatile Hunter’s Rock who 
captured Monmouth’s $20,000-added Midsum¬ 
mer Hurdle Handicap at Monmouth Park. 

Hunter’s Rock, a Maryland-bred son of 
* Hunters Moon IV, has run well for Mrs. 
Obre over dirt, turf and hurdles. 

Mrs. Obre’s racing stable is trained by Ken 
Field. 

Topranked in Mrs. Obre’s broodmare barn 
are Dance Card and Impulsive. 

Dance Card, a stakes-winning daughter of 
Occupy bred in Maryland at the Country Life 
Farm, was purchased by Mrs. Obre last winter 
at a Kentucky auaion. She was in foal to 
*Turn-to at time of purchase. 

"We had awfully bad luck with the mare,” 
says Mrs. Obre. "She foaled a colt and we bred 
her back to Bald Eagle. 

"Well, the colt by *Turn-to died and the 
mare was barren to Bald Eagle.” 

Impulsive has at her side a Native Dancer 
colt. The 18-year-old mare is the dam of Clem 
($535,681) and Silverado ($71,305). 

"I’m trying to build up a broodmare band 
which will 1^ high in class,” says Mrs. Obre. 
"I don’t want a great number of mares. I’d 
much rather have quality than quantity.”

Finney Recalls Danny Shears 
Purchase Of Merryland Farm 


Humphrey S. Finney, former field secretary 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
and currently president of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, did some reminiscing last month 
about Merryland Farm. 

Said Finney: "The farm was started about 
1915 by Eugene Levering. Then Burt S. Cutler 
bought it and later sold it to Charles Meister. 

"William Elder bought it from Meister. 

"Elder had the big house built, but he never 
lived there. His wife died the day the house 
was completed. Bill seemed to have a dislike 
for the place after that. The only time he went 
to the farm was when he paid off the help once 
every month.

Tentatively slated to enter stud at Elray 
Farm, Kingsville, next spring is John William, 
winner of almost a quarter of a million dollars. 
The property of the Merrick Stable of Irving 
Rosoff and Nat Schulman, John William is a 
dark bay or brown son of Johns Joy—Velaine, 
by Polynesian. A stakes winner at three and 
four, John William started 49 times, won 12 
races, was second 10 times and third 7 times. 
He won a total of $240,109. 

By a stallion which seems to get nothing 
but winners, John William was one of the 
faster members of his generation. As a four- 
year-old he equalled the 6 -furlong Arlington 
Park track record when he was clocked in 
1:15 1/5 in the Myrtlewood Handicap. 

At two, John William placed in Los Feliz 
Stakes. He had his best season the following 
year, winning the Withers and Gotham Stakes 
and the San Vicente Handicap. He was second 
to Tompion in the Santa Anita Derby, and 
also placed in the Arlington Classic, Suffolk 
Downs Stakes, and the Saranac and Lamp¬ 
lighter Handicaps.

Rejected is the second greatest money- 
winner ever to stand in the State of Maryland. 
With earnings of $549,500, he is second only 
to Native Dancer in earnings among Maryland 
stallions. 

The new Maryland stallion was a racehorse 
of the first water, being the West’s leading 
three-year-old in 1953, and a topnotch handi- 
capper at four and five. 

Unplaced in four starts at two, Rejeaed 
came to hand the following season, winning 
the Westerner Stakes, Oakland Handicap and 
three other races. At four, he won the Santa 
Anita Handicap, equalled the track record for 
a mile and an eighth in the American Handi¬ 
cap, and the Hawthorne Gold Cup. He was 
second in the San Antonio, San Juan Capis¬ 
trano, Hollywood Gold Cup and Sunset Handi¬ 
cap. 

At five, the King Ranch-bred won the San 
Pasqual Handicap on the grass, and set a track 
record for a mile and a quarter in the Holly¬ 
wood Gold Cup. The same year he was second 
in the Golden Gate Mile, the Sunset Handicap 
and was third in the Argonaut and American 
Handicaps. 

His come-from-behind victory in the Santa 
Anita Handicap was astonishing, for he ran 
down the exceedingly fast Imbros after the 
latter had posted a blistering mile in 1:34 3/5 
—at that time the fastest eight furlongs in 
the history of the hundred-grander. Coming 
from 12th place. Rejected ran the final quarter 
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in 24 seconds, which prompted his jockey, 
Willie Shoemaker, to remark that the son of 
Revoked was the fastest-closing horse he’d ever 
ridden. 

In winning the 1955 Hollywood Gold Cup, 
Rejected ran the mile and a quarter in 1:59 
3 /5, clipping a fifth of a second off the track 
record set by *Noor in 1950. 

The stakes winner of eleven races was one 
of the best American-bred distance horses of 
recent years, and track conditions meant little 
to him. Racing in the East, Midwest and Far 
West, he was adept on the grass and won over 
wet or dry loam surfaces. 

Rejected’s female line is one of Belair Stud’s 
most successful. His dam produced stakes- 
winning brothers (Rejected and Author), both 
of which set track records. By Line is a full 
sister to the stakes-winning Hail Viaory and 
a three-quarters sister to Granville, leading 
money-winning three-year-old of his year. 

Rejected has been in demand ever since he 
was placed in stud. His oldest get are four- 
year-olds this year and he has sent out numer¬ 
ous winners. Among his get is Declination, 
which broke his maiden in winning the Prince 
Georges Stakes at Bowie this year.

$1,000 Live Foal 
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The Eastern Fall Sales — 

An Unqualified Success 


The Eastern Fall Yearling Sales, held at 
Timonium on September 14, proved to be a 
whopping success from every angle. 

The 73 "selected” yearlings sold for 
$175,100, an average of $2,399. This repre¬ 
sented a 32 per cent increase over the 1961 
version of the Eastern Fall Sales. Last year, 
115 yearlings were sold, and the average was 
$1,626. 

But the increase in prices was only one of 
several notable changes in this year’s auction. 

The Fasig-Tipton Company pulled out all 
stops in its effort to stage a first-rate sale, and, 
as a result, Marylanders were treated to an 
auction which surpassed anything ever seen 
before at Timonium. 

The buffet supper went over so well that 
the H. M. Stevens Company ran out of food. 
This wasn’t Stevens’ fault. They had been given 
an estimate of 150 diners. There were 193 
tickets sold, and those arriving after the 193d 
ticket was collected were permitted to eat 


without charge because only crumbs were left 
on the serving tables. 

The tents imported from New York gave 
the auction a clean, open-air touch, and the 
American Totalisator’s automatic scoreboard 
was the conservation piece of the evening. 

Humphrey S. Finney, president of the Fasig- 
Tipton Company, was quick to point out, how¬ 
ever, that this wasn’t the first time such a 
bid-recorder had been used in Maryland (see 
page 20). 

He recalled that the late Harry Straus had 
first used the automatic scoreboard in Maryland 
24 years ago. 

But the new, refined version of Mr. Straus’ 
invention was getting only its second public 
demonstration at the Eastern Fall Sales. It was 
used at Saratoga in August for the first time. 

Mr. Finney and his son, John, who is general 
manager of the Fasig-Tipton Company, both 
expressed themselves as being delight^ with 
the results of revised conditions of the sale.

“The firsf Annual Fail Sales sfaged by the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion at Pikesville Armory and at Pimlico were very successful and augur well for 
future vendues. We live and learn, and profit by our original mistakes. For the first 
night’s sale, seats had been provided for 700, none being reserved for would-be 
bidders. By 8.00 P.M., when, as advertised, the sale actually did start, there was 
not a seat to be had anywhere, many bidders climbing up on the stalls to signal 
the auctioneer of their wants. 

“Seventy-three head were sold the first night for a total of $18,545, an average 
of $254 a head. Considering that twenty of these lots were from the Montalvo 
Stud receivership, and that they represented little to attract bidders the average 
was good. 

“The bids were signaled in lights by means of mechanism rigged up by the 
clever staff of Henry L. Straus’ American Totalisator Company. The hip numbers and 
bids were flashed as they changed, the innovation drawing considerable favourable 
criticism from the crowd. At times when the bidding was fast the lights fell behind 
a bid or two, but as soon as there was a pause they were right there. 

“Of the larger consignments the 17 head from Sagamore Farm brought an 
average of $473. The 8 head from Robert S. Clarke’s stud averaged $441. The 
large Montalvo Stud consignment’s top price was but $130.“

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Major Stryker 
Began Improving 
The Breed 
47 Years Ago

All this excitement about the Maryland Fund 
Program got Major Goss L. Stryker thinking out 
loud when he was in the office one day last 
month. 

’’Sure,” said the major, ’’you want to upgrade 
the stallions standing in Maryland. IVe wanted 
to do the same thing for the last hundred years.” 

Major Stryker never did prove that bit about 
his efforts during the past hundred years, but 
the next time he came into the office he carried 
with him a handbill published in 1922. 

The circular advertised the stallion Dal 
Housie, a foal of 1907. The stud fee was $10, 
and G. L. Stryker was listed as manager of the 
horse. 

The handbill, shown on the opposite page, 
speaks for itself. 

Commenting on it. Major Stryker said: ”I 
believe Dal Housie was owned by Tom Clyde 
of the Clyde Steamship Company. Mr. Clyde 
lived near the Pimlico race track with his dear 
old trainer A1 Weston. 

”1 can’t remember how I came to get the 
horse. But Frank Spring (an employee of Major 
Stryker’s for the past 49 years) does recall one 
incident we had with him when he was at 
Timonium. 

"Frank was my stud groom when we had 
Dal Housie. The horse was at Timonium, prob¬ 
ably in the Square Barn which was much the 
same then as it is today. 

"We had another stallion there named Todd- 
ington. He was owned by the Maryland Jockey 
Club.

"One evening when Frank wasn’t at Timon¬ 
ium a groom got drunk and decided to have 
some excitement. So he turned both Toddington 
and Dal Housie out in the same paddock. 

’Observers say it was quite a show.” 

Major Stryker was no newcomer to the 
Thoroughbred breeding industry even in 1922. 

He bred his first horse in 1915 and has 
registered at least one Thoroughbred foal in 
45 of the 47 years since that date. 

"My first broodmare,” says the major, "was 
Arcom, a foal of 1907. I bought her from Harry 
Colt and used her as my personal mount in 
the cavalry. 

"When I resigned from the cavalry I brought 
Arcom home and bred her. Her first foal, Ac- 
cara, was foaled in 1915.” 

Although Major Stryker has had many horses 
during the intervening years, he is today down 
to one broodmare. That mare. Three Tens, was 
bred this past spring to Convoy. 

Although not a native Marylander, Major 
Stryker has been a dominant figure in his 
adopted State ever since taking up residence 
at the old Williams property in the Long Green 
Valley 42 years ago. 

In 1921 he purchased the 277-acre Spring- 
field Farm near Timonium, and six years ago 
moved out just ahead of the sub-divider. His 
present farm, Brooke’s Cross, numbers 365 
acres on which graze a matchless herd of Short¬ 
horns.

The flashy, ruggedly-built colt won every 
class in which he was entered and captured 
three of the four trophies presented in the show. 

J. William Dailey, of Middleburg, Va., judged 
the day-long program. Mr. Dailey, manager of 
Miss Eleonora Sears’ Burrland Farm, described 
the Sauerwein colt as one of the most hand¬ 
some he has ever seen. 

It should be noted, however, that Fiddle 
Will wasn’t the best race horse exhibited in 
the show.

current 2-year-old, Brookes X, is located near 
Baldwin. 

Although Three Tens is the only broodmare 
at Brooke’s Cross, the Major’s former farm, 
Springfield, was one of the State’s best-known 
Thoroughbred establishments. 

At Springfield he usually had two (and some¬ 
times three) stallions in addition to a brood¬ 
mare band of twelve to fifteen head. 

It was in 1937 that Major Stryker was elected 
secretary-treasurer of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers’ Association. He has signed every check 
and every page of the minutes book since that 
date. 

And just to prove that our present-day prob¬ 
lems aren’t recent developments, here are ex¬ 
cerpts from the minutes of January 19, 1937, 
the first signed by G. L. Stryker: 

’’Present were: C. F. Hockley, J. Fred Adams, 
H. S. Finney, Janon Fisher Jr., Robert S. Castle 
and G. L. Stryker. 

’’The President (Mr. Hockley) suggested 
that the Association make an effort to have 
more Maryland-bred races. This matter was 
discussed again later on in the meeting. 

”As a result of the discussion it was re¬ 
solved on motion by Mr. Castle, seconded by 
Dr. Adams, that the President appoint a com¬ 
mittee to formulate conditions for Maryland- 
bred races for this spring’s program, the com¬ 
mittee to ask for as many as the Racing Secre¬ 
tary thinks possible, but certainly not more 
than one a day, and at least one every other 
day; that nothing in this request should be 
detrimental to outside horses; that a copy of 
this committee’s recommendations be sent to 
each Director not later than February 1st. 

”. . . The President informed the Directors 
that Mr. Labrot had a proposal to present to 
the current session of the legislature regarding 
a new stallion law. 

”Mr. Fisher reported that in a conversation 
at a general meeting of the Farm Bureau they 
had agreed that they would back up wishes of 
our group. 

”. . . .The Directors were requested to help 
secure advertisements for the Association’s mag¬ 
azine, The Maryland Horse”

Income Tax & Racing 

Stricter enforcement of federal income tax 
laws relating to ‘hobby losses” undertaken by 
the Internal Revenue Service in a program to 
curb tax abuses is causing fresh concern among 
owners of horse breeding farms and racing 
stables and “Gentleman Farmers.” 

As the new edition of the National Thorough¬ 
bred Foundations book, “Racing and the In¬ 
come Tax,” discloses, the question of whether 
these occupations constitute a business or a 
hobby for federal income tax purposes has re¬ 
ceived the attention of the taxing authorities 
for some time. 

The new edition of the book, which has be¬ 
come the accepted reference authority on the 
subject, includes 14 chapters in which are pre¬ 
sented 55 leading court cases and rulings of 
the Q)mmissioner of Internal Revenue on the 
hobby-versus-business issue as it relates to horse 
racing and breeding, show horses, polo ponies, 
pony farms, and “Gentleman Farming.” 

Other pertinent information in the book 
covers the application of the gains section of 
the Internal Revenue Code to breeding and 
racing operations, and the latest available table 
for the depreciation of racing and breeding 
stock. 

The complexities of the hobby problem as 
they apply specifically to breeding and racing 
horses are related in the language of the courts 
in the new edition of “Racing and the Income 
Tax.” Inquiries regarding the book should be 
addressed to the National Thoroughbred Foun¬ 
dation, P. O. Box 578, Washington 4, D. C.

Pondfield expressed great pleasure in an¬ 
nouncing the appointment, saying, “Pimlico is 
extremely fortunate in securing a young man 
of Joe Hickey’s talents and background to de¬ 
vote his full time to our public relations pro¬ 
gram. He will reorganize and condua the de¬ 
partment in a manner and fashion he himself 
will determine.” 

Born in Norfolk, Virginia, on September 16, 
1926, Hickey has been a resident of the Balti¬ 
more area for the past 31 years. Educated in 
the Baltimore parochial and public school sys¬ 
tems, he entered the Navy from Baltimore 
Polytechnic Institute. 

He is a veteran of service with the United 
States Navy during World War II and with 
the Army during the Korean Conflict. During 
the 15 months while he was stationed in Ber¬ 
lin, Germany, he had the opportunity to tour 
and study European racing and breeding at 
close hand.

Winning $1,000,000 in purse money with 
steeplechase horses is at least fifty times hard¬ 
er than winning the same amount with a top- 
ranking stable of flat-race runners. 

That should emphasize the fabulous goal 
reached last month by D. M. (Mike) Smith¬ 
wick, young Maryland horseman who just be¬ 
came the leading steeplechase trainer of all 
time. 

During the first half of the season, Mike’s 
charges earned enough to put the total glean¬ 
ings of Smithwick-trained jumpers over the 
$1,000,000 mark. They then kept on winning 
until the Marylander went ahead of George 
H. (Pete) Bostwick as the most successful 
steeplechase trainer of the turf world. 

When Smithwick sent out Narcissus II to

win the featured Manly Handicap, worth $2,- 
540 at Fair Hill, the total earnings of his 
charges was increased to $1,032,592. 

Winnings of Bostwick horses today amount 
to $1,012,389. 

Like other champions, Smithwick sets a rec¬ 
ord each time one of his horses wins another 
purse or part of one. 

Why is it so much greater a task to earn 
$1,000,000 with jumpers than a similar amount 
with flat horses.^ 

Because the earning potential of steeple¬ 
chase horses is limited. 

The total purse distribution in steeplechases 
in the United States last year was but $775,000. 
Meanwhile, the purse distribution for races 
run 'on the flat” was a towering $98,846,843.

what you’re getting in the way of real estate 
and barns.’ 

"Danny told me to make an offer of $20,000. 
When I got back to the office, I called Elder 
up. He accepted the offer, but told me I’d have 
to deal through the real estate agents, C. A. 
and C. M. Diffenderfer. 

"I called them up and told them the deal 
had been made. One of the Diffenderfers met 
Danny and me that night in a parked car at 
Charles street and Cold Spring Lane. 

"Danny was in a hurry to get back to New 
England. He signed the papers, gave Diffender¬ 
fer a check for $500 and headed back to his 
horses in Massachusetts. 

"After Danny moved to Merryland (the farm 
is named after the horse Merryland’), he went 
to work. Like Betty (Danny’s widow, now Mrs. 
Thomas W. Miller) says, every cent Danny 
ever made out of horses went right back into 
that farm. 

"He built it up month by month and year 
by year. When he died three years ago he had 
something in that farm that couldn’t have 
been duplicated by money. It was, quite literally, 
his life’s work.’’
